The economics in a loaf of bread 
s also a tough one to explain.

creases, if and when necessary. Re- 
tailers feel it is a lack of under- 
standing of the work of the processors 
and distributors that causes most o 
the confusion on price matters.

going consistency with which my pn- 
rcnts practiced temperance. 
When 


critics 
have 
occasionally attacked 


temperance people as drab and in- 
tolerant bigots, or when they have 
represented them as hypocrite!) who 
have tippled privately, my blood has 
always risen in wrathful protest, for 
I had reason to know of the in- 
tense sincerity and honesty 
with 


which people like my father 
and 


mother practiced total abstinence and 
fought against what they believed to 
be a dangerous social influence. 


I have resented, also, that .Intoler- 


ance has been frequently charged. It 
was good temperance people like my 
father and mother who were most 
sympathetic toward victims of the 
liquor hnbit, and they exercised a fnr 
larger tolerance toward others than 
was practiced toward them. 


I remember how my W. C. T. U. 


mother set me as a boy to watch at 
the jail door for a notorious drunk- 
ard who had been put over night in 
the "cooler," 
to bring him in to 


breakfast nnd to take him past the 
temptations of the drinking places 
toward his home in the country. Such 
thoughtfulness and kindness were ex- 
ercised almost entirely on the part
